Every horseman believes racing ability is 
hereditary, but of course there is no gen- 
eral agreement on the relative influences 
of heredity and environment as they affect 
racing performance. By means of appro- 
priate statistical procedures. it is now 
possible to obtain estimates of the influ- 
ence of heredity and of environment. A 
study concerned with these matters has 
been conducted by the writers and is re- 
ported herewith for the benefit of those 
interested in Thoroughbred breeding. 


EXPERIMENTAL PROCEDURE. Rec- 
ords used in the current study were ob- 
tained from Thoroughbred Sires and Dams 
(1946, 1947. and 1948), in which source 
earnings are used as one of the measures 
of racing performance. The study was re- 
stricted to males which raced as 3-year- 
olds. Furthermore. only those sires are 
represented which had 3-year-old progeny 
to race in each of the years mentioned. 
This sampling technique selected 3.059 
3-year-old colts which were the get of 275 
sires. Intra-class correlation was applied 


THIS ARTICLE is based on a thesis written by 
Mr. Pirri as part of the requirements for a Master 
of Science degree at the University of Kentucky.

A DEAD HEAT. How Much Heredity? 
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to the earnings of paternal half brothers 
whereby an estimate of heritability of 
racing capacity was obtained. The study 
was of sufficient scope to warrant confi- 
dence in the findings. 


Early in the study it became apparent 
that raw earnings presented serious statis- 
tical limitations. This was observed 
especially with reference to the over-bal- 
ancing effect of certain progeny of the 
incomparable Bull Lea. An “impossible” 
minus estimate of heritability was obtained 
when the progeny of Bull Lea were in- 
cluded. The real source of trouble was 
the terribly lop-sided distribution of earn- 
ings. Horsemen know that a very large 
number of horses earn very small amounts 
of money, and that decreasingly small 
numbers earn larger amounts. Professor R. 
E. Comstock of the Institute of Statistics. 
Raleigh, N. C.. helped us out of the statis- 
tical difficulty by suggesting logarithmic 
transformations of individual raw earnings. 
This treatment rendered the data more 
acceptable for analysis. So much for the 
technical phases. 


HEREDITY & ENVIRONMENT. The 
estimate of heritability of racing ca- 
pacity based on transformed data was 
found to be approximately 60 per cent. 
This is quite high in relation to similar 
estimates of numerous traits in other ani- 
mals. It would be somewhat lower if it 
were possible to evaluate accurately such 
environmental variables as training, para- 
sites and disease. accidents, “breaks” in 
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How Much Environment? 
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individual races. nutrition. whims of own- : 
ers and trainers. track conditions. and a 

host of others. Tentatively, it would appear i 

that the effects of heredity and of environ- 

ment may be about equal in importance. 

That racing capacity may actually have 

fairly high heritability is consistent with 

the findings of the late Dr. H. H. Laughlin, 


who conducted the only extensive study 
reported thus far on the genetic aspects 
of racing in Thoroughbreds. That breeders 
are willing to pay large service fees for 
certain stallions shows that they believe 
very strongly that racing capacity is highly } 
heritable, but of course this does not con- 
stitute proof. 


HERITABILITY & SELECTION. It is 
necessary at this stage to clarify our 
thinking regarding the three basic methods 
of selection used in animal breeding. There 
must be no confusion when they are con- 
sidered in relation to heritability. The 
three methods of selection are: 


1. Individual or phenotypic selection. 
2. Progeny test selection. 
3. Family selection. 


Individual or phenotypic selection im- 
plies the selection of individuals on the 
basis of whether they do. or do not, possess 
the character in question. A very simple 
case like the selection of black and white 
color in Holsteins. and the elimination of 
unwanted red and white calves, is a good 
example of individual selection. The fa- 
miliar “breeding the best to best” also 
illustrates individual selection. 
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Progeny test selection means that indi- 
viduals are retained, or discarded. accord- 
ing to their produce records. “By their 
fruits ye shall know them.” In practice, if 
a stallion fails to get good performers in 
his first two crops he loses caste very 
quickly. Stakes-producing mares command 
high prices at auctions and demonstrate 
still further that the progeny test is highly 
regarded by horsemen. 

Family selection implies that individuals 
are selected for breeding only if they be- 
long to superior families. In other words. 
an individual is not selected for breeding 
unless his brothers and sisters have a high 
average. Obviously. family selection has 
only limited application in Thoroughbred 
breeding. but in some few cases it is very 
important. 

In actual practice. there is some use 
made of all three methods. It requires 
greater financial reserves to practice pro- 
geny test matings and family selection 
than it does to operate on the basis of in- 
dividual selection. It is appropriate to note 
that no student of the Thoroughbred has 
spoken out with greater force than has 
Mr. J. A. Estes with reference to the prob- 
lem of selective breeding. He has been 
a vigorous exponent of racing class in 
breeding animals, and has presented an 
amazing array of evidence supporting his 
position. Studies by the late J. B. Robert- 
son | Mankato, pseud.| pointed in the same 
direction. Mr. Estes has also been a vigor- 
ous exponent of progeny testing. and has 
contributed effectively to the understand- 
ing and appreciation of it. His method of 
ranking Thoroughbred sires on the basis 
of the Average-Earnings Index of their 
progeny is an important contribution. The 
scheme is also applicable to mares, but 
for obvious reasons has been used less 
extensively. 

Theoretical considerations involving her- 
itability and selection have been explored 
quite thoroughly by Dr. J. L. Lush and 
others. The principal things to note are: 

1. If a trait is highly heritable. indi- 

vidual selection is very effective, 
and little attention need be given 
to family or pedigree. 
If a trait has low heritability, indi- 
vidual selection is relatively ineffec- 
tive, and greater attention should be 
given to progeny test matings and 
also to family selection. 

The present study indicates that the 
heritability of racing capacity in Thor- 
oughbreds is of a fairly high order. Con- 
sequently, the first and foremost require- 
ment of a potential breeder should be an 
acceptable performance record. It is not 
easy to say how much attention should 
also be given to progeny test selection and 
to family selection, but in these days of 
overproduction of Thoroughbreds it is well 
to employ them as fully as may be prac- 
ticable in individual cases.

Some years ago. a small breeder assert- 
ed that he understood and appreciated 
fully just what progeny test selection was, 
but that he could not take advantage of 
the scheme because progeny-tested sires 
were too expensive for him to patronize. 
He found it necessary to “outguess” other 
breeders in the choice of young and un- 
tried stallions having low service fees. 
It is easy to sympathize with that breeder 
but it is also well to point out that very 
few Sarazens come from such origins. 


PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS. Sir 
Francis Galton observed many years ago 
that tall parents had children of lower 
stature than they themselves possessed, and 
similarly that short parents had children 
of greater stature. Thus. the children of 
extreme parents tend to swing back to- 
ward the average of the race. This observa- 
tion by Galton finds very considerable ap- 
plication in animal breeding. It is usually 
a very great disappointment to breeders 
when their best animals get progeny be- 
low the parental class; the reverse situ- 
ation lends unwarranted encouragement. 

Breeders are prone to expect progeny 
to reveal class more or less intermediate 
between that of the parents. Some even 
“demand” class equivalent to. or even 
superior to. the better parent. Shakes- 
peare phrased it: “Thou shalt get kings 
though thou be none.” Neither of these 
hopes is fully in line with genetic infor- 
mation now available concerning quanti- 
tative traits in animals. 

A demonstration of the use of the esti- 
mate of heritability of racing capacity 
and the interpretation of Galton is in order 
as they apply to the calculation of the

most likely scale of performance expected 
in the progeny from particular parents. 

Suppose a sire is in the $200,000 class, 
and the mare is rated at $20,000. The 
average of the parents is $110,000, but 
this cannot be regarded as the prediction 
for the progeny unless racing capacity 
were 100 per cent heritable and completely 
free from environmental influences. All 
horsemen know this is not true. A more 
sensible prediction could be obtained by 
considering racing ability only 50 per cent 
heritable. and by also taking the average 
of the breed or average of the farm into 
consideration.

Mr. Bishop continued: “We also have 
tried to improve the facilities of our 
stable area. because we think the welfare 
of the horses and the horsemen is import- 
ant.

93rd Running of the Plate: 
Rain, Mud, Fog, and a Maiden 


TORONTO 
Officially the record books will show 
that a 3-year-old Canadian-bred named 
Epigram. by Flares—Hasty Bet, by Reigh 
Count. owned by the Three V’s Stable of 
Toronto and bred by E. P. Taylor of 
Toronto. won the 93rd running of the 
historic Queen’s Plate at Woodbine Park. 
Unofficially, so Frank Veal claims, the 
race Was won on Sunday morning, May 11. 
at Woodbine Park. Frank. being one of the 
Three V’s—the others are Gordon and 
Lawrence. all brothers—should know 
something about it. “When he worked a 
mile at Woodbine in 1:43°5 that Sunday 
morning over a good track. and covered 
the last quarter in 25 seconds and _ frac- 
tions, we figured then we had the winner. 
Ever since we claimed him last fall from 
E. P. Taylor for $2,500 we thought we 
had a strong candidate, but that Sunday- 
morning final quarter settled any doubt.” 
That’s just about how it was in the act- 
ual running too. Epigram won it because 
he had the most speed for the last and im- 
portant part to the finish, and when his 
green colors—covered with mud. like all 
the others—came_ streaking down the 
stretch. the fans knew that this was the 
winner. It was only a length over another 
fast finisher—and an 80-to-1 shot—named 
Genthorn, but Epigram was the best of 
the field. 
It was a day racing fans and racing men 
will long remember when they talk of 


the Queen’s Plate. A day of steady rain 
that followed days of sunshine and warmth. 
A day that could be no worse for a Royal 
holiday. The track was a sea of mud. The 
25.000 or so who braved the elements 
huddled under cover as best they could 
and milled and mauled to get their wagers 
down on their favorite choices. Twenty- 
one horses paraded to the post. only Red 
Martlet from the E. P. Taylor entry being 
seratched. and this only because the racing 
rules (Ontario) do not permit more than 
two from any stable or owner to start. Thus 
the Queen’s Plate candidates. like the 
race followers. were a game lot indeed to 
brave the conditions. 

Whether it was a truly run race will 
long be an argumentive point. However. 
Epigram won it with no favors given him, 
and did it by coming from well back— 
he had only two horses beaten at the five- 
eighths pole. He came on from the turn 
into the homestretch from eighth place. 
It takes a good horse and a game one to 
do that. so nothing can be taken away 
from this maiden of 1951 and still a maiden 
of 1952 until he won the Plate for a trio 
of brothers who have only been in racing 
since 1948 and had Epigram as their first 
representative in the Canadian classic. 

For Jockey Gilbert Robillard. a boy born 
in Penetang. Ont.. it was a day he will 
never forget. He is the boy who rode for 
E. P. Taylor in 1951. had the choice of 
Britannia or Major Factor in the King’s

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Plate of that year. chose’ Britannia, 
and then saw Major Factor with Jockey 
Alfie Bavington in the saddle take 
all the acclaim. He was not engaged 
by the Taylor interests this year, so when 
he knew he was free to accept a mount 
in the 1952 Queen’s Plate he asked to be 
allowed to ride Epigram. So what he 
missed a year ago he made up on this 
rainy Saturday in 1952. 

“I knew when he had that fine work 
two weeks ago (the one with the fast final 
quarter) that this horse would do well.” 
said Robillard. still covered from head to 
foot with the mud of Woodbine’s racing 
strip. “He is not a fast beginner, but I 
knew if I was in within 10 lengths of 
the leader at the head of the lane I could 
win it for I knew those front runners 
would be dying. And this horse runs his 
best the last part. That’s how it worked 
out. He loves to run, but you can’t hurry 
him the early part.” 

“MESS.” Many described the Plate Day 
as a “mess.” which is hardly a nice word, 
but it does perhaps tell as well as any 
other the factors that entered into the 
whole set-up. None of the things that hap- 
pened can be blamed on anyone’s careless- 
ness. They were just things that added 
confusion on confusion. There was the 
rain and the sloppy track. Then the 14- 
stall Puett gate. a new one just arrived 
at Woodbine this spring. got stuck in the 
infield as the crew attempted to put it in 
place. It was eventually gotten onto the 
track. but the delay held up the start. Then 
it had to be pulled apart from the old 
Puett gate to allow the horses to go 
through for the parade to the eastern turn. 
The gate got stuck again but was finally 
shoved back. Then the electrical contacts 
to spring the two gates failed to work 
and it was decided the start would be 
made with the front gates open. All this 


time the horses walked around at the

Oaks at Belmont Park, Real Delight) gave Mrs. 


Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm the third victory 
in that event necessary to retire the Coaching Club 
cup. Calumet won with Twilight Tear in 1944 and 
Wistful in 1949. The 1%¢-mile race which brought 
Real Delight’s earnings to $98,122 was Jockey Eddie 
Arcaro’s second win in the Oaks: he won on How 
in 1951. Second in the Oaks was Lily White, owned 
by Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords. who won one leg of 
the cup with Creole Maid in 1938 and whose hus- 
band retired a Coaching Club cup in 1928. King 
Ranch, the other owner that has won all three 
legs of the cup, took third place with Sufie. 

Under restraint, Real Delight went to the front 
after running the first half-mile just behind the 
pacemakers. From there to the wire she was never 
extended; Jockey Arcaro merely waved his whip at 
her occasionally so “she would pay attention to 
her business.”’ After starting in the Widener chute, 
the fillies swung right and went onto the main 
track, crossing the training track; Real Delight 
hesitated at the right turn and was steadied at 
the other crossings. She had a four-length margin 
at the head of the stretch, but was eased up in the 
last sixteenth to win by 2% lengths. Lily White 
moved into second place at the head of the stretch 
and stayed in that position to the wire. Sufie, after 
running with the leaders from the start, finished 
four lengths in front of the fourth-place Aesthete. 

A splint kept Real Delight from racing as a 
2-year-old. She made her first start at three on 
February 8 at Santa Anita Park. Winning her first 
three starts, including the second division of the 
Ashland Stakes, Real Delight met her only defeat 
when she was beaten a head in her fourth race. 
Real Delight’s next three starts were triumphs in 
the Kentucky Oaks. the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, 
and the Coaching Club American Oaks; her stable- 
mate Wistful was the only other filly to win those 
three (the Black-Eyed Susan was run as the Pim- 
lico Oaks from 1919 through 1949).

thought we consoled ourselves with for 
the first few years after the war quite 
obviously has become a delusion—and the 
plain fact is that our breeding system or 
training methods. or both. need drastic 
revision if we are to regain the position 
in the bloodsteck world the French have 
filched from us.” 

For the 173rd and richest renewal of 
England’s leading 3-year-old classic. the 
Derby. run at Epsom Downs May 28, 
France sent across the Channel eight chal- 
lengers. including Silnet. a firm favorite 
in the early betting. But shortly before the 
33 runners went to the post on the far 
side of Epsom’s tough U-shaped Derby 
course of 114 miles. great quantities of 
money began to appear in the _ betting 
ring on the Aga Khan’s Tulyar. Erasers 
and chalk were kept busy. and by the 
time the race was off Tulyar was favorite 
at 11 to 2. 

A powerful final rush by Tulyar brought 
victory by three parts of a length over 
Mrs. J. V. Rank’s Gay Time (Rockefella— 
Daring Miss, by Felicitation). Francois 
Dupre’s Faubourg (Vatellor—Fast Lady, 
by Fastnet) was third, a length farther 
back—the only one of the eight French- 
trained colts to gain a part of the purse. 


Bob Major. another English colt. was 
fourth. Silnet was never able to threaten 
the leaders. C. Smirke rode the winner. 
Tulyar’s win. which apparently brought 
off one of the biggest betting coups of 
recent years, gave the 75-year-old Aga 
Khan his fifth triumph in the Derby. tying 
the record established in the first half of 
the nineteenth century by Lord Egremont, 
The Aga Khan’s previous winners were

head of the stretch in the pouring rain, 
carrying their weight. 

They got into the gate and the favorite 
Acadian. owned by E. P. Taylor, and with 
Jockey Ronnie Nash. a Toronto-born boy 
brought up from Maryland specially to 
ride, got a hind foot caught in the gate. 
slipped on the other hind leg and went 
down to be lodged under the gate. By 
much pulling and hauling he was released. 
inspected by the veterinarian and given an 
O.K. to run. He was slow out, did move up 
for a time but never close, and according 
to Nash he just would not run. “He 
should never have been allowed to start.” 
Nash said after the race. That, however. 
was a decision for the veterinarian, and he 
said the horse was fit. 

On top of all this confusion before the 
race there were also difficulties from a 
haze that hung over the back stretch and 
the turns. It did not completely blank 
out the horses. but with it and with colors 
almost obliterated by flying mud the chart 
callers and race callers. as well as those 
trying to follow the action with glasses 
to later write stories. could see very little. 
Acadian and his running-mate, the filly 
Dress Circle. owned by Mrs. Taylor, ruled 
as public choices at about 3 to 2. The 
story of Acadian has been told, and he 
had excuses for finishing where he did. 
The filly. however, a winner of a Plate 
Trial the previous Saturday. and this after 
being left at the post and coming around 
her field, did not show any of this same 
desire to run the last part of the Plate. 
She did finish seventh, and most of the 
time was in that same spot. 

The run of Genthorn. the 80-to-1 shot, 
was of course a surprise, as the odds would 
indicate. But a check-back reveals that the 
same morning when Epigram made his 
convincing work, Genthorn was right along 
with him. and a_ watch-follower on the 
strength of that. could have given him some 
support. Latin Lad. a winner of one of 
the Plate Trial divisions. ran a fine race 
to be third. was never too far back. and 
was in fact a leader at the turn for home. 
but did travel out in the middle of the 
track much of the way. Blue Wrack. well 
supported on the strength of liking an off 
track, set the pace part of the way and 
was never worse than third, except at the 
finish where Latin Lad beat him. Tour de 
Force was another one up with the early 
pace. but he gave up badly in the home- 
stretch. 

While E. P. Taylor failed to win his 
third Plate and was of course disappointed 
because of what happened to Acadian in 
the gate, this fine sportsman and one of 
the top breeders in Canada had the satis- 
faction of seeing one of his own breed 
turn the trick, to bring about the unique 


situation of four Taylor-breds in a row 
winning the Plate, two of which he himself 
owned and two which he did not. He won 
with Major Factor last year and with Epic 
in 1949. while McGill. which won in 1950 
for Vincent Sheridan. was sold to Mrs. 
F. Dougherty and later re-sold to Mr. 
Sheridan for $18.000 just before the race. 
And now it’s Epigram, which as said went 
for a $2.500 claim last fall. 

In the opinion of many. the elements for 
the 1952 running of the Plate were the 
worst in many, many years. Yet the crowd 
was about 25,000 and the mutuel play over 
$600,000 (down only slightly over a fine 


- day in 1951). and surprisingly enough the 


play of $141.428 on the Plate itself was 
$6.000 better than a year ago. 


Asked how he came to claim Epigram. 
Frank Veal said. “He’s a half brother to 
Mighty Battle (which Mr. Taylor owned) 
and we figured he liked a distance of 
ground. Flares. his sire. could run all day 
and the mare Hasty Bet is a Reigh Count. 
We looked at him a long time because 
we had the Plate in view. and while we 
are perhaps lucky to win in our first try. 
I guess our judgment was correct.” 

This wasn’t the greatest Plate race ever 
run, and the time of 1:58°5 showed just 
what sort of a strip it was. but it will be a 
race long remembered by the patrons who 
have lost at the mutuel windows, but did 
produce a field day for the cleaning estab- 
lishments which probably declared a divi- 
dend on the amount of business that came 
their way on the Monday following the race.

happy. Ninety-one per cent of them are 
convinced that they can’t beat the races, 
so a losing day doesn’t upset them. The 
remaining 9 per cent live on hope. 

Aside from isolated instances of peevish- 
ness. Keeneland came off very well in an 
experiment that people from other tracks 
advised them not to make. It is perhaps 
irue that some other tracks would prefer 
not to see themselves as the public sees 
them. But that would be their fault. not 
the public's. 

Much of the credit for the Keeneland 
venture goes to John H. Clark. the pub- 
licity director. who conceived it and carried 
it out with management’s approval. 


ALLOWANCES. A breeder walked into 
the Blood-Horse office the other day dis- 
playing an entry blank for a 2-year-old 
stakes that will be raced next year. “Look 
here.” he said, pointing to the conditions. 
“It says ‘the produce of mares or stallions 
which have not produced a winner prior to 
the date of closing allowed 3 pounds; if 
both. 5 pounds, ete. Those weight allow- 
anees may induce some people to nominate 
to the race, but they give me the jitters. 
| naturally want to claim all the allowance 
am entitled to, but there is so much 
acing these days that as a small breeder 
haven't the statistical information that 
I've got to have in order to know whether 
lm entitled to an allowance. This mare, 
for instance.” he pointed to a name on the 
blank. “has a 2-year-old of 1952. her first 
foal. Suppose he won a race vesterday or 
the day before in Mexico or Canada or 
California or some other distant place; 
[may not hear about it for a week or so. 
I've got to send the nomination in today, 
but maybe TH be claiming an allowance 
that Ym not entitled to. Remember Win 
or Lose?” 

Because of an error in claiming a weight 
allowance, Win or Lose was disqualified 
after having won the East View Stakes of 
1950. First money of $36.350 went to 
Nullify. the second horse. 

“I sell yearlings at auction.” the breeder 
continued. “If one of them wins a race like 
that and is disqualified because I made a 
mistake in claiming an allowance. the 
owner is going to come down here and 
shoot me. But with as much racing as 
there is nowadays, I can’t possibly keep my 
records up to date except as to the major 
tracks. And even then there is a delay in 
getting results from California and places 
like that. The mails can lick you, if noth- 
ing else.” 

What’s the answer? 

“Probably the allowances should be done 
away with. When those conditions were 
first established there was much less racing 
than there is now, and a breeder could 
keep reasonably well posted on what the

HENRY H. KNIGHT 
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THOROUGHBRED CLUB 


Because of the absence of Dr. E. R. Doll, 
who was called to Missouri because of the 
critical illness of his father. the scheduled 
program of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America at Lexington on May 26 was can- 
celled. Dr. Doll was to have spoken on 
equine virus abortion. In his place Dr. 
F. E. Hull. Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, and 
L. P. Doherty discussed aspects of the 
disease and the program for combatting it. 
Dr. Hull. head of the Department of 
Animal Pathology at the University of 
Kentucky. cited figures showing how many 
aborted fetuses have been brought to the 
U.K. laboratory for examination. In 1916, 
he said. the first aborted fetus was brought 
in. In 1917. in order to obtain fetuses to 
study. a $5 bonus was paid to breeders. 
The situation has improved considerably 
since then. he observed; 160 aborted fet- 
uses were brought to the laboratory in 
1951. and 116 have been brought in so far 
this year. “We need aborted fetuses in 
order to study disease.” he concluded. “If 
we get them all. we'll have a better idea 
of what the picture is.” 

Dr. Hagyard stressed the point that 
Equine Virus Abortion Research. Inc.. of 
which he is president, does not in any way 
conflict with the research program being 
Foundation.

There are now about 31 experimental 
mares on two farms. Dr. Hagyard reported. 
E. Barry Ryan and P. A. B. Widener II 
are furnishing accommodations for them.

Mr. Doherty. the EVAR treasurer. re- 
ported that enough money had been raised 
to run the farm for about 114 
years. “But we need between $50.000 and 
$60.000 io carry on for about three years.” 
he said. He reported that Virginia horse- 
men hed given generously and asked Ken- 
tucky breeders for their support. 

A brief discussion was held as to the 
advisability of placing signs on the gates 
of farms where virus abortion had occur- 
red. so breeders would know when they 
were getting into a danger zone. No deci- 
sion was reached. Some time ago it had 
been suggested that breeders report cases 
of virus abortion to Dr. Hull’s office, which 
would keep records as to the incidence of 
the disease for the information of other 
breeders. No action was taken at the time. 
Austin Moore, a new member, was in- 
troduced. W. T. Bishop, club president. 
said that Dr. Doll’s address had been 
tentatively re-scheduled for June 14. J.
